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Magna submits plans for new HQ 


PLANS have been submitted for one of Dorchester’s 
biggest employers, the Magna Housing Group, to build a 
new headquarters on The Duchy’s Poundbury develop¬ 
ment. 

The purpose-built HQ, off the Parkway, will provide a 
home for around 180 staff with two and three storey 
buildings in brick, and black shiplap timber, around a 
courtyard, which will provide around 75 car parking 
spaces. 

The move will mean the company vacating its head¬ 
quarters at Hollands House, at nearby Naden House, and 
the Magna Careline building, a converted farm building 
once part of the Poundbury Farm complex, less than half 
a mile away from the new site. 

For the first time it will mean bringing together all of 
the company’s divisions under one roof and offering a 
substantial saving in costs by being able to use the latest 
technology to heat and light the building. 

The plans for the Magna move were first revealed in an 
exclusive story in View from Dorchester in February. 
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The move will also help the company develop its idea 
of “One Magna” - tackling feelings that some staff relate 
largely only with the section of the business they work 
for. 

A step already taken in this direction is that the com¬ 
pany now has one strategic plan rather than the five it 
used to have, and is moving towards more shared board 
and committee meetings. 

The Magna HQ plans have been submitted to West 
Dorset planners by a Poole-based architect’s company. 
They outline a new road and pedestrian access to the 
Middle Farm Way site, currently a field, to the edge of 
the Parkway Farm Business Park. 

The brick and timber clad headquarters, along the 
perimeter of the one acre site, will be topped with a nat¬ 
ural slate room providing office space of around 2,300 
square metres, enough to accommodate around 180 staff. 
In addition to 75 car parking spaces in the courtyard 
formed by the office buildings, the site will also have two 
parking spots for those with disabilities and 20 cycle 
spaces. 

Magna’s communication team were not prepared to 
comment on the application when asked about it by View 
from Dorchester on Monday and declined to offer an il¬ 
lustration of the proposed building. 

However the plans, documents and illustrations of what 
the buildings will look like can be seen on the 
www.dorsetforyou.com website. 

Comments on the application are being invited by April 
27th. 

One of the unanswered questions is what will happen 
to the vacated sites and whether Magna would need to 
sell the buildings it owns to be able to afford the move to 
a new purpose-built headquarters. 

The Magna Housing Group began in 1993 as the West 
Dorset Housing Association, taking over former West 
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Dorset District Council properties. Today it has over 
6,000 homes to let and others available on a shared own¬ 
ership basis, with another 2,000 homes available to rent 
in Somerset and a small number in Devon. The Somerset 
operation will continue to operate separately. 

Magna Careline provides telephone and Careline mon¬ 
itoring and other services for more than 11,500 private 
individuals and businesses.

■ WHAT do you do in a nutshell? 

I make alot of things. I’m a multi-instrumentalist musi¬ 
cian and film maker. I sing and write my own songs, I 
produce and record them and I make films and anima¬ 
tions to go with them. I do some stop-frame animation 
using models and lately I’ve been developing my own 
technique of making my own paintings and then animat¬ 
ing them. I’ve recently made an animation of some of my 
flower paintings, which will be projected on to a person 
instead of a screen. I sometimes do commissions but 
mainly I work for the pleasure of performing with my 
own group Triops. 

■ WHAT might people expect if they go to a Triops 

gig? 

A multi-sensory experience! We have a film for every 
song and we also link every song with animations that 
are just made especially for that gig. We only do about 
four gigs a year. For years I played in bands doing wed¬ 
dings and pubs and the odd tour as a session musician, 
but I realised I really wanted an outlet to do my own stuff. 
I have a couple of friends who felt the same so we joined 
up and put on shows that are not just gigs but are whole 
performances. Triops means three eyes, there are three of 
us in the band, myself, Lucy Watkins and Rick Veal. 
There’s also an ugly cannibalistic fish of the same name. 

■ WHEN can we next see Triops perform? 

We do have a gig coming up but it’s not until July, and 
it’ll be in Weymouth. We did a similar one last year, and 
it was called “Triops in the Incredible Panoramic Dome”. 
We play in the middle with the audience sitting all around 
us and the entire surface of the dome has panoramic pro- 



■ WHAT'S cool about Portland? 

The coastline is so lovely. It’s often sunny and when the 
weather’s horrible it’s really dramatic. It’s also a really 
friendly place to live and it’s lacking in pretention. A lot 
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of creative people live here who are all really modest. 
And it’s cheap too. I live in a really odd house that has 
bicycles attached to the ceiling and dead moths in the 
fridge. I love living there. 

■ WHAT instruments do you play? 

Mostly keyboard instruments. For years I’ve played Ham¬ 
mond organ, piano, accordion and old electric pianos. I 
also play guitar and bass and I sing and play drums. I play 
loads of other things too but not necessarily very well. 

■ WHAT kind of music do you make? 

The songs are short, melodic and quite dramatic with 
emotional lyrics about magical heart-breaking situations 
and the sound is a bit other-worldly with lots of vocal har¬ 
monies. I wrote a whole album and sat on it for a while, 
then friends started saying I should put it out, and you can 
now hear some of that on the website. 

■ WHO and what are you biggest influences? 

Terry Gilliam is a big inspiration for my animation, as is 
60s American poster art which uses lots of hand tinted 
Victorian photos. I also got quite obsessed with the 1967 
film of the Monterey pop festival. It was similar to Wood- 
stock but beautifully filmed with lovely saturated colours 
and the quality and sound is really mysterious and lovely. 
It really encapsulates that era. Musically, my all-time 
favourite group are a Brazilian band called Os Mutantes 
but I also like lots of 60s French musicians and producers 
like Serge Gainsborough, and Andre Popp who produced 
60s French music using unusual instruments like gongs 
and harpsichords and recorder trios. I like the French 
music because I don’t speak French at all and I like not 
knowing what the words mean. 

■ WHICH three famous people would you like to in¬ 
vite to dinner? 

Margo Guryan who wrote “Sunday Morning”. I recently 
made friends with her on Facebook and she’s really nice 
and sends me messages. Next I’d ask Bernard Purdie who 
was Aretha Franklin’s drummer. He’s played on literally 
thousands of albums. He’s so excitable, like a child, and 
extremely enthusiastic about drumming. It’s infectious to 
watch him. Then it’d have to be Caroline Aherne - she’s 
hilarious and very, very sharp.

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Councillor's attempt 
to reinstate prayers fails

AN agnostic town council¬ 
lor has sparked a half-hour 
debate by suggesting 
Dorchester Town Council 
ignore the law and hold 
prayers at the start of its 
meetings. 

Councillor Tim Harries 
said that the county town 
ought to take a lead and 
continue with prayers at 
the start of its meetings. 

“If it’s good enough for 
the Boys Brigade, the 
Scouts and others it should 
be good enough for us,” he 
said, arguing that it would 
be hypocritical for town 
councillors to take part in 
prayers at other events they 
attend, including Remem¬ 
brance Parades and Regi¬ 
mental functions - but not 
pray at their own meetings. 
Mr Harries, who also ad¬ 
mitted he never sings the 
National Anthem, argued 
that to go without prayers 
at the start of town council 
meetings would be incon¬ 
sistent and illogical. 

But his attempts to rein¬ 
state prayers, removed 
from council meetings 
after a legal challenge in 
Devon, was lost by a 10-4 
vote. 

Instead councillors 
agreed that the Mayor 


should offer some 
thoughts, of a non-reli¬ 
gious nature, or read some 
inspiring works, to guide 
their work. 

Councillor Richard 
Biggs argued that the 
council should be secular 
and said many found it 
awkward or embarrassing 
when prayers were of¬ 
fered. 

Others supported the 


view. 

Councillor Mollie Ren¬ 
nie said it was not an argu¬ 
ment to try and persuade 
the council to have prayers 
because it had been de¬ 
clared illegal by the courts. 

“If we did it we would be 
breaking the law... we 
would not be treating peo¬ 
ple equally by making 
them sit in this chamber if 
there was going to be a 


prayer. It could be embar¬ 
rassing if someone has to 
get up and leave the meet¬ 
ing because of that.” 

Next year’s Mayor, 
Andy Canning, agreed. He 
said whether people had 
faith, or no faith at all, it 
was not the place of the 
council to impose religion 
on them. 

“We should be secular, 
but we should have time to 
think at the start of the 
meeting about what we are 
doing and why we are 
here.” 


Channel cycle route to be completed 


DORCHESTER'S "missing link" cycle 
route is to be completed - to link in with 
a cycling project on the other side of the 
Channel. 

European Union cash will pay for the 
missing sections of the route from Wey¬ 
mouth to Dorchester and north out of 
the town onto a "quiet roads" network. 

The estimated £90,000 project, which 
will include widening existing paths and 
adding others, will be entirely paid for by 
the EU as part of an initiative to promote 
cycle tourism in South West England and 
North West France. 

The Dorset project will become part of 
the cycle route "Petit Tour de Manche". 

It is expected that work will start on 
parts of the project in May. 


The missing link on the National Cycle 
Network 2, which will be completed as 
part of the work, is between Sawmills 
Lane, off Weymouth Avenue, to Max 
Gate in Alington Avenue. 

Work to complete the other missing 
section, between the Stadium Round¬ 
about and Sawmills Lane was completed 
in December. 

The work from the Sawmills to Herring- 
stone Road will including widening the 
shared use path to 2.5 metres and mak¬ 
ing the existing chicane barriers easier to 
negotiate. 

Similar widening will take place be¬ 
tween Lucette Lane and Buckingham 
Way Cycle crossings will also be made on 
the main road with an extension of the 
cycle path into Came View. 


New owners for View from 


NINE community newspapers in 
Dorset and Somerset have a new 
owner this week in Tindle Newspa¬ 
pers, which already publishes more 
than 200 titles. 

Tindle, a family-owned independ¬ 
ent company, have acquired the 
View From Weymouth, View From

Beaminster and View From Fyme 
Regis from Fyme Media & Events 
in Fyme Regis. 

Tindle have also taken over the 
Fyme Media group of Weekender 
titles in Crewkerne, Chard and 
Ilminster, where Tindle has no free 
newspapers. 

The titles will be published by 
Devon, Dorset and Somerset Series 
of Newspapers Ftd, a subsidiary of 
Tindle Newspapers Fimited, pub¬ 
lishers of the Pulman’s View From 


titles in Axminster. 

Philip Evans, founder of the View 
From titles, has been appointed 
managing director, and will con¬ 
tinue to run the operation from the 
Fyme Regis offices together with 
Tindle’s Axminster-based newspa¬ 
pers in East Devon. 

All full-time staff at the two cen¬ 
tres in Axminster and Fyme Regis 
will be retained with no job losses. 

The combined group will, have a 
total of 15 titles in West Dorset, 
East Devon and South Somerset 
with a combined weekly distribu¬ 
tion of 46,000 copies, making it a 
significant player in West Country 
publishing. 

Sir Ray Tindle, chairman of Tin¬ 
dle Newspapers Fimited, said: “We 
are delighted to add the View From 
titles to our expanding group of 
community newspapers.

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Metal thieves strike again 

METAL thieves have caused extensive damage to 
buildings in the Dorchester area while stealing lead 
from roofs. 

The latest victims include Dorchester YMCA at the 
Sawmills, attacked for the second time, where an es¬ 
timated £1,000 of damage has been caused. 

A previous attack resulted in water damage to the 
building. 

Now the charity is having to pay for CCTV cameras 
with night-vision to prevent further thefts and has 
also replaced its flashing with a lead free product to 
deter thieves. 

Other targets have included St Peter's Church, West 
Knighton, which lost ten metres of lead from its roof, 
together with flats in High Street, Fordington where 
lead flashing was stolen. 

Dorchester police are appealing for witnesses to 
the incidents, which all happened on weekdays, and 
are advising building owners to take security meas¬ 
ures and to work with neighbourhood watch 
schemes, or to start their own.

Rural Dorset receives limited 
funding from project fund 


RURAL West Dorset is to get little 
benefit from six new projects an¬ 
nounced by the Dorset Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership. 

The non-elected body, made up of 
appointed business leaders, has 
mainly selected projects in the 
urban areas of the county for invest¬ 
ment, although Portland and Stur- 
minster Newton will get some help. 

Funding for the schemes comes 
from the Government’s nationwide 
£500million Growing Places Fund 
which has the criteria of generating 
economic activity to boost jobs and 
housing and to enable funding to be 
ploughed back into projects to un¬ 
lock further development and win 
private sector investment. 

Gordon Page, Dorset LEP chair¬ 
man said: “Whilst the evaluation of 
these schemes has been complex, 
each will bring significant long¬ 
term benefits to the selected areas.” 

“The Growing Places Fund’s 
Steering Group has recommended 
backing five of the schemes plus 
one to be placed on a reserve list. 

“These are all exciting projects 
with real benefits for local people. 

“We have further work to do but 
hope to see action on the ground 
with all these schemes within the 
next 12 months. 

“We are also greatly encouraged 
by the news that the Government 
has made an additional £2.5million 
available to Dorset following the re¬ 


cent budget, and we will ensure we 
invest this money wisely,” he 
added. 

The schemes selected are - Set¬ 
ting up a Community Land Trust at 
Boscombe, Bournemouth to pro¬ 
vide up to 12 affordable family 
homes with gardens, a communal 
garden area and a centre for cre¬ 
ative workshops and development 
space for creative industries. 

A 400,000 square feet expansion 
scheme has been proposed at Cob- 
ham Gate, a prime employment site 
within Ferndown Industrial Estate.

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County hospital to 
become trauma unit

DORSET County Hospital has become a 
trauma unit - part of a new specialist 
emergency network to improve emer¬ 
gency care for patients who suffer life- 
threatening injuries. 

Five hospitals in the south are to become 
Major Trauma Centres where patients will 
have access to state-of-the-art equipment, 
specialist treatment and the expertise of 
orthopaedic, neurosurgery and radiology 
teams. 

The nearest Major Trauma Centre to 
Dorchester will be the University Hospi¬ 
tal, Southampton NHS Foundation Trust 
which the county hospital will look to. 

The change, as part of a national net¬ 
work, means that the Dorchester hospital 
will provide care for all except the most 
severe major trauma patients. 

In practice this means that where it is not 
possible to get to a Major Trauma Centre 
within 45 minutes, or where the patient 
needs to be stabilised quickly, the patient 
will be taken to the nearest Trauma Unit 
for immediate treatment and stabilisation 
before being transferred on to the Major 
Trauma Centre. 

Once patients are discharged from a 
Major Trauma Centre, local Trauma Units 
also provide on-going treatment and reha¬ 
bilitation. 

Dorset County Hospital achieved

Trauma Unit status following years of 
service development and a rigorous test¬ 
ing process. It means that the Hospital can 
further advance the care that it provides 
severely injured patients. 

The process for achieving Trauma Unit 
status involved DCH representatives pro¬ 
viding evidence to a panel of assessors on 
two separate occasions over the past year. 

Within the hospital’s official notifica¬ 
tion, the comment was made that “the 
standard of presentation and level of evi¬ 
dence submitted was generally excellent, 
and it is encouraging to see that there is a 
high level of commitment from your ex¬ 
ecutive team, clinicians, managers and 
partners”. 

Doctor Ian Mew, DCH Consultant in 
Anaesthetics and Intensive Care Medicine 
and Clinical Director for Major Trauma 
said: “After a significant amount of effort, 
I am delighted that we have achieved 
Trauma Unit status. This will enable 
Dorset County Hospital to further im¬ 
prove what is already a very good service 
to trauma casualties and allow us to help 
the local population when it needs us 
most.” 


Queen Mother Square not completed 


THE Duchy of Cornwall and Dorset 
County Council have been slated for al¬ 
lowing Poundbury’s “shared space” 
Queen Mother Square to be open before 
it was ready. 

Town councillors have criticised the ex¬ 
perimental layout of the square as “an ac¬ 
cident waiting to happen”. 

In theory the space is shared by pedes¬ 
trians and cars - but this week it emerged 
that the design had not been completed. 

Town councillors heard that parts of the 
road have yet to be painted and other 
items added to slow vehicles down. 

Extra lighting would also be added by 
the end of May. 

This has led town councillors to criticise 
both the Duchy and the county council 
highways departments for allowing it to 
be opened before it was completed. 

Councillor Tim Harries, a taxi driver, 
took exception to previous comments that 
taxi drivers and buses were the worst of¬ 
fenders in their use of the square, said to 
be often driving through it too fast. 

“There is no evidence to support the 
claim at all,” he said, “But this is a partic¬ 
ularly dangerous area. I have had people 
contact me, to say there have been a num¬ 
ber of near misses. In the dark I would 
defy anyone to be sure where they are 
going.” 

And he complained that the Duchy’s ex¬ 
planation about what was going on was 
nothing more than “self-satisfied drivel”. 

Councillor David Barrett said he was 


concerned for the safety of children who 
used the area but Mayor, Councillor Tess 
James said she believed the area would 
work when coloured surfaces were laid 
down. 

Others supported the idea of “shared 
space” which has been used in London 
and in several places in Europe, including 
Dorchester’s German twin-town of 
Lubbecke. 

“I’m a supporter...regrettably they 
opened it before it was finished and that’s 
the problem. I understand the concerns 
but the complaints have dropped away 
now and hopefully when finished it will 
be a useful, innovative project for Dorch¬ 
ester,” said Councillor Susie Hosford, the 
town council’s planning and environment 
committee chair. 

Councillor David Taylor said he has 
watched traffic for three quarters of an 
hour to find out what was going on and 
concluded that people were concentrating 
on only one thing - getting to the garden 
centre or the supermarket as quickly as 
they could. 

“It really should have been finished be¬ 
fore it was open...it does need sorting 
out,” he said. 

But Councillor Mollie Rennie said she 
believed it would work out once the road 
surfaces were installed. 

“It will be totally obvious then that this 
is not a normal road area. 

“This is in the early stages and there is a 
learning experience to go through.”

Dorset police officer enjoying 
new role in Afghanistan

A DORSET Police officer is work¬ 
ing as part of the European Union 
Police Mission in Afghanistan to 
help prevent corruption within the 
Afghan National Police. 

Detective Inspector Guy Shim¬ 
mons took up his one year second¬ 
ment post in Afghanistan in 
November 2011 as an Anti-Corrup¬ 
tion Mentor to the Ministry of In¬ 
terior based at the EU Police 
headquarters in Kabul. 

The European Union Police Mis¬ 
sion’s work is focused on develop¬ 
ing the professionalism, capacity 
and capability of the Afghan Na¬ 
tional Police. 

Detective Inspector Shimmons 
has worked for Dorset Police for 16 
years, having previously served 
with the Metropolitan Police for six 
years prior to that. 

For the last five years he has 
served as a detective inspector in 
various CID roles in Dorset. 


Detective Inspector Shimmons 
said: “I live and work at the EU Po¬ 
lice headquarters in Kabul. The HQ 
accommodates several hundred 
staff from all EU Police member 
countries. 

“We work on site within purpose 
built offices but most of our work 
is done at sites within Kabul city. 

“I work within the anti-corruption 
team. We are responsible for men¬ 
toring, training and advising senior 
officers within the Afghan National 
Police on matters of anti-corrup¬ 
tion. 

“My primary role is the one-to- 
one mentoring of an Afghan Na¬ 
tional Police Colonel from one of 
the seven anti-corruption teams and 
the mentoring of one of the re¬ 
gional Inspector Generals based in 
Mazar-e-Sharif in Northern 
Afghanistan. 

“Our work requires us to travel 
throughout the country, including 


Helmand Province, to provide 
mentoring support and training to 
the regional anti-corruption teams.” 

Detective Inspector Shimmons 
said that it is challenging living and 
working in such a different envi¬ 
ronment compared to the UK. 

He said: “Life out here is what 
you make of it. The work is inter¬ 
esting and challenging but ex¬ 
tremely rewarding. 

“The living environment is cer¬ 
tainly different. Living within a for¬ 
tified compound an area the size of 
four football pitches protected by 
armed guards can be somewhat re¬ 
strictive - especially when security 
concerns sometimes restrict our 
movement off the base for days at 
a time. 

“Thankfully I’ll be home for 
Easter to enjoy the peace and quiet 
of Dorset and some quality time 
with my family, before it all starts 
again two weeks later.”

Driving nine till five 


BEAT THE PETROL CRISIS AND 
SAVE FUEL BY ECO DRIVING! 


DO you ever arrive at work and realise you 
can't remember anything about your 
drive there? 

Diving on auto pilot is a dangerous 
thing, but there are plenty of things you 
can do to make your daily commute safer. 

Keep the car maintained. You may be 
driving with the low sun in your eyes, so 
make sure your windscreen washer fluid 
is topped up and that your windscreen 
and windows are clean. Check and adjust 
your tyre pressure regularly, and keep an 
eye on tread depth - this must be at least 
1.6 millimetres - and their condition. You 
should also keep the oil at the right level 
and check all of your lights work. 

The biggest problem with commuting is 
that everyone travels at the same time. 
People get frustrated and tired and will be 
inclined to behave unpredictably - watch 
out for people changing lanes suddenly 
as they try and get ahead of the traffic. Be 
wary and anticipate the actions of road 
users around you. 

Stay calm. Being stuck in traffic and late 
for work is stressful, so allow a lot more 
time than you're likely to need for the 
journey. I recently spent two hours on the 
M4and covered only three miles. If you're 
going to be late and need to let a col¬ 
league know, pull over into a safe place 
not obstructing other traffic, switch the 
engine off and make the call before carry¬ 
ing on. Avoid rushing the rest of the jour¬ 
ney to make up time. Better late than 
never, especially where your life's con¬ 


cerned. And please, don't be tempted to 
use your smartphone to check your work 
emails while you drive. 

Check the weather forecast before you 
travel, especially when making a long 
journey. Heavy rain always slows traffic 
down, and in very severe weather condi¬ 
tions you need to consider if it's safe to 
travel. When you are on the road, listen 
out for traffic updates on the radio in case 
your route is affected, but never look for 
updates on your mobile phone or satnav 
while on the move.The Highways Agency 
has a useful app with up to date traffic in¬ 
formation for incidents on its roads, but 
remember you are breaking the law if you 
access it on a hand-held device, while 
moving. 

Knowing an alternative route in case of 
an accident or road closures is also useful. 

Does your insurance cover you? Many 
policies will include commuting, but 
make sure they do, and if you start a job 
which involves commuting further re¬ 
member to increase the mileage on your 
insurance premium. If you are expected to 
drive for work, you need to make sure 
your insurer covers you for business 
mileage too. If you have an accident driv¬ 
ing for work, you won't be covered if you 
don't have this. Many employers will have 
driver risk assessment schemes in place, 
and company insurance, but they are not 
legally obliged to do so, so don't leave this 
to chance. Caroline Holmes

ing techniques rather 
than stock up on petrol. 

While the queues at fill¬ 
ing stations continue, 
many drivers could save 
up to ten per cent simply 
by adopting a smoother 
driving style. 

1AM chief executive 
Simon Best said: "Green 
driving techniques can 
easily improve fuel effi¬ 
ciency by up to ten per 
cent. In other words, if the 
monthly price of filling up 
is typically two tanks at 
£70 each, an advanced 
driver can save £14 a 
month." 

The 1AM has some 
easy tips to reduce 
fuel consumption: 

• Read the road ahead 
and try to anticipate what 
the traffic around you will 
do, for example at traffic 
lights, roundabouts and 
junctions. There's no use 
accelerating hard away 
just to have to brake 50 
yards on - both MPG 
killers. Cruise control is 
useful and economic for 


smooth driving on long 
journeys, but turn it off on 
hills. 

• Stick to the speed limit. 
Reducing speed from 
85mph to 70mph can 
save up to a litre of petrol 
every 20 miles. 

• Switch off the engine if 
you are going to stop for 
some time at a level cross¬ 
ing or slow-changing 
lights. Small cars use 1.5p 
of petrol every minute 
and medium-sized cars 
lose petrol and money at 
double this rate. 

• Lighten the load. Ex¬ 
cess baggage or an 
empty roof box will in¬ 
crease your fuel con¬ 
sumption. Check that the 
contents of your boot are 
essential, and remove the 
roof box while not in use. 

• Check your tyres. Un¬ 
derinflated tyres will in¬ 
crease your fuel 
consumption by up to 
three per cent. Check tyre 
pressures when the tyres 
are cold, at least once a 
month.

SPRING TYRE SAFETY ADVICE 
FROM MYTYRES.CO.UK 


SPRING flowers are appearing in parts of the UK 
and so thoughts are beginning to turn to the 
prospect of warmer weather and possibly longer 
and more frequent car journeys, mtyres.co.uk, 
part of Europe's leading online tyre retailer Delti- 
com, is offering motorists some practical road 
safety advice related to the tyres on their vehicles. 
The incentive to check tyres in the cold and dark 
winter months may well have led to these crucial 
components being time expired and in need of 
replacement. 

Mytyres.co.uk is offering the following simple 
five-point safety check: 

Firstly, ensure that all tyres have at least 
3.00mm of tread depth for maximum safety - the 
law requires a minimum of 1.6mm of tread on all 
running tyres. However, experts recommend 
more tread depth for greater safety. A simple tip 
from mytyres.co.uk to drivers who do not have a 
tread depth gauge handy is to look for the three 
letters TWI, or a similar indication with the same 
meaning, such as an arrow, which appear on the 
tyre's sidewall.The letters stand forTread Wear In¬ 
dicators (as well as the arrow) and adjacent to 
those letters are raised areas at the base of the 
tread grooves, set at 1.6mm. This indication 
serves as a visual warning of when the tyre is ap¬ 
proaching or at the minimum legal limit. 

Secondly, check and adjust if necessary tyre 
pressures against the manufacturer's handbook 
recommendations. Incorrect tyre pressures in¬ 
crease wear and use more fuel and increase C02 
emissions. 


Thirdly, checkfor uneven wear or other damage 
which can be caused by tyres/wheels being out 
of alignment following hitting a kerb ora pothole 
in the road. It is recommended that if in doubt 
motorists should consult an expert at a garage or 
tyre fitting station. 

Fourthly, clean dirt from around the tyre valve 
and fit dust caps. And check for any sidewall dam¬ 
age, cuts or bulges, again if in doubt about any 
possible damage drivers should check with an ex¬ 
pert. 

And finally, if whilst driving the driver experi¬ 
ences vibration, wheel wobble or discovers ad¬ 
verse signs of wear, front tyres should be checked 
for balance. 

Should replacement tyres be required, a wide 
range of quality tyres - in excess of 100 brands 
and 25,000 different models - are on offer to suit 
all requirements by checking www.mytyres.co.uk.

DORCHESTER'S Paralympic hopeful Paul Blake is on course 
in his bid to land a double gold medal haul at this summer's 
London Olympic Games. 

Despite an illness in February that set his training back, 
he is recovering full fitness quickly, and in his first outdoor 
meet at Bournemouth on Sunday ran a very creditable 
56.66 in his 400m race. 

He said: "The illness put me back a bit, but this run was 
much better than my first a couple of weeks ago when I 
was around two seconds slower. 

"I think the illness made me tense through worry about 
whether I would get back to my form and qualify and I was 
tense throughout Sunday's race, but I am working on re¬ 
laxation techniques atthe moment and it is helping.There 
is a lot more to come, and I am getting stronger every day." 

Blake who won a gold and two silver medals at the 2011 
IPC Athletics World Championships in Christchurch is look¬ 
ing to get selected for the T36 400m and 800m events, the 
1500m race having been scrapped for this year's games. 

Twenty-two-year-old Blake has a busy schedule ahead of 
him with a test event at the London Olympic Park next 
month where he will get an opportunity, together with 
many other GB hopefuls, to take in the atmosphere in the 
stadium as well as testing the Olympic village. 

In June he will be competing in the European Champi¬ 
onships in Holland, before visiting the Czech Republic in 
early July. 

Back in the UK for the Birmingham Games he rounds off 
his preparations for the Paralympics which begins on Au¬ 
gust 23rd. In between he has a number of domestic meets 
where he will be looking to achieve the qualifying times re¬ 
quired to compete in the pinnacle of every athlete's ambi¬ 
tions.

Dorchester promotion hopes still alive 


SATURDAY afternoon proved to be the witching 
hour as far as several local clubs' seasons were 
concerned. 

In the East, DORCHESTER found themselves 
with a slight but mathematical chance of a pro¬ 
motion place, but had to start their final push by 
beating Southern Counties (South) League Lead¬ 
ers, NORTH DORSET. 

Just down the road, WEYMOUTH had a game 
against second placed WARMINSTER, in the 
Dorset & Wilts League Division One South. There 
was less pressure for the home side however for 
they had already emerged as the division's top 
dogs. 

DORCHESTER 9 NORTH DORSET 15 

THERE was a discernable breeze blowing down 
the ground for this pivotal Southern Counties 
(South) encounter and the home side had it at 
their backs initially. 

The action during the first few minutes was, al¬ 
though frenetic, rather inconclusive, and took 
place for the most part in midfield. After 10 min¬ 
utes, the home side conceded a penalty 30 me¬ 
tres out, but the visitors' place kick slid wide. 

Dorchester had their first chance a few minutes 
later, again via the boot, and their kick was wide 
also. Although the game did not lack interest and 
passion, play was confined to the midfield for the 
first half-hour, at which juncture the home side 
took the lead through a well-struck penalty by 
Baker. 

They were, I felt, shading the proceedings at 
this stage, and they struck again before half-time 
when Baker kicked his second penalty of the half. 

Their second quarter edge counted for very lit¬ 
tle however for, just before the break, North 
Dorset won a penalty, kicked to the corner and, 
from the ensuing lineout set up the maul. 

Dorchester defended the initial thrust however 
but their opponents then sent the ball wide, and 
a cut out pass put their left-winger in at the cor¬ 
ner. 

The try remained unconverted but, with the 
score now standing at 6-5,1 felt that North Dorset 
would be the happier bunch at this stage, for 
they would have the benefit of the breeze in the 
second period. 

North Dorset started the second half the more 
positive, asking questions of the Dorchester de¬ 
fensive tackling. 


The storm was weathered however and, after 
some 10 minutes, play resumed in midfield. The 
home side then won a penalty some 35 yards out 
only for Baker's place kick to rebound from a post 
and his colleagues to concede a penalty in turn 
which enabled the visitors to clear. 

Dorchester were conceding penalties at this 
stage but were not being punished severely by 
the North Dorset line kicker. 

They won a penalty of their own with some 15 
minutes left and assayed a kick at goal, although 
I felt that it was well out of Baker's range. The kick 
duly fell short. 

Defences had been on top for the most part 
thus far, but North Dorset got the vital score with 
some 10 minutes left, and their try, although un¬ 
converted, was a good one. 

From inside their own half they spun the ball 
left, making good ground before being checked. 
They made the ball available however and, after 
making a couple of thrusts close to the fringes, 
sent the ball wide to the right where they had a 
two man overlap and duly scored close to the 
posts. 

This score importantly put them out of penalty 
goal range and, having seemingly now found the 
secret, they scored again a couple of minutes 
later when a threequarter move from halfway 
saw one of their centres running clear in the 
home twenty two. He was checked but the of¬ 
fload came and they got over halfway out. 

Again the conversion was missed but they were 
now a score clear and, felt safe. 

The home side were not done however. A 
telling run took play into their opponents' twenty 
two where a penalty was conceded by the de¬ 
fence. 

Baker then kicked his third penalty goal of the 
afternoon to give his side a losing bonus point 
and to keep their promotion hopes alive. 

The win however took North Dorset to the 
Southern Counties League (South) title. 

Dorchester had given as good as they received 
in most areas during the first hour, and frustra¬ 
tions were increasing and tempers were fraying. 

In the end however one cannot argue with 
three tries to nil, although I am glad that Dorch¬ 
ester came away with the losing bonus point that 
keeps their promotion bid on track, just. Their 
contribution to the game was certainly worthy of 
that. 


Strange to relate, the Dorchester second side 
was handed a walkover by visitors, South Wilts, 
while the third side conceded in turn to Elling- 
ham & Ringwood. 

♦ Before the kick-off at Dorchester on Satur¬ 
day afternoon, as well as at several other local 
grounds, all stood for a moment in tribute to a 
member of the Oakmedians Club who had died 
in Afghanistan. 

It is, to my mind, most appropriate that the 
rugby fraternity comes together on these tragic 
occasions. 

WEYMOUTH 48 WARMINSTER 12 

ALTHOUGH the Dorset & Wilts League Division 
One Championship was well and truly in the bag, 
Weymouth would certainly have been keen to 
best their nearest rivals, the more especially as 
they had lost the earlier game at Warminster. In 
the event they could hardly have got off to a bet¬ 
ter start, scoring seventeen points without reply 
during the first 15 minutes' play. 

Winger Will Quick started the ball rolling, get¬ 
ting over for a try after good work by his scrum 
half Barter. Sheppard added the extras, and con¬ 
verted the next one also, touched down by Joel 
Wilson. He kicked a penalty for good measure 
and Weymouth were away and clear at 17-0 
ahead.
